| FINAL SCENES OF THE REVOLT. 


| Handful of Insurgents Held Out to 
| Enable the Rest to Escape. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 31.—White flags flying 
| from a dozen factories in the tenement 
i house, or Presna, district, where the revo- 
lutionaries made their last stand, bear 
j;mute witness to the end of the ‘* Decem- 
ber Uprising in Moscow.”’ The entire dis- 
trict is now occupied by troops. 

During the night the vast majority of 
|the members of the “ Fighting Legions ”’ 
either surrendered or, after throwing 
away their arms, endeavored to escape in 
|} the guise of peaceful citizens. Only the 
j; members who acted as a guard to the 
| Revolutionary Committee stuck to their 
eolors, and the “Surrender of this handful 
last act of 


; this morning furnished the 
{the sanguinary drama. 

The staging of this last 
mirable—a snow-covered landscape, a 
small, black residence with a tiny red 
i flag fluttering from its gable, the end of 
Gorbatoff Bridge, black with the guns 
ef the artillery, and a thin, encircling line 
of the Seminovsky Regiment of the 
Guard, broken only directly in the line 
of fire. There was a flash of red fire 
from the mouth of one of the guns, and a 
solid shot plowed through the walls of 
the house. A few spluttering shots re- 
plied from a window. The cannon spoke 
again and again, until a dozen shots had 
been fired. 

It looked like murder to the spectators 
‘on a hill, and so evidently thought the 
officer in command of the battery, which 
ceased fire. A reserve company of the 
Seminovsky Regiment then advanced and 
fired volleys at the upper windows. At 
the third volley a white handkerchief at- 
tached to a bayonet was pushed through 
a shattered pane. It waved frantically 
and all was over. 

The little garrison of thirty marched 
out and laid down their arms, a strange 
collection of rifles and repeating shot- 
| guns. All had revolvers. 
it is learned that after the fall of the 
| Prokharoff cotton mill and other fac- 
tories a council was hastily held, at 
which it was decided that the revolution 
had failed, and an order was given to 
every man to save himself as best he 
could. A hundred agreed to hold to- 
-gether so as to keep up a show of fight, 
under cover of which the others could 
escape. 

After the final surrender the inhabi- 
tants swarmed into the streets of the dis- 
trict, and in a remarkably short time 
cleared away the remains of the barri- 
cades and other obstructions with which 
; for a week the revolutionaries had block- 
| aded the district. This morning a corre- 
| spondent of The Associated Press found 
} One street where on Friday it was neces- 
| sary to climb over thirty barricades clear 
| from end to end. All the barricades ex- 
cept three which were carried by troops 
yesterday were demolished by the labaee 
itants, who were as industrious in tearing 
oem down as they had been in erecting 
them. » 

Considering the intensity uf yesterday's 
bombardment, when as many ag five 
shots a minute were fired, besides the 
steady volleys of the infantry, the losses 
were surprisingly small, not more than 
forty of the revolutionaries or the inhabi- 
tants being killed and only about 200 be- 
ing wounded in the istrict. 

The correspondent visited the Prokha- 
roff, Manontoff, and other factories, 
where, according to last night’s reports, 
over a thousand of the fighters had per- 
ished in the ruins. He found fragments 
|}of shrapnel everywhere, but 
slaughter.

His Tragic Fate Need Not Deter Oth- 
ers Better Equipped, Says In-

Dr. Nordenskjild declared that

“It is a scheme, inspiring in its vast- 
ness and its daring, and as such worthy of : 
a@ great nation,” said the Swedish ex- 
plorer. “Il am perfectly satisfled that if | 
Santos-Dumont can build an airship such | 
as contemplated, barring accidemts that | 
cannot be foreseen and provided against 
but which are likely to happen on a jour- 
ney of such an extraordinary nature, the 
dream of the Arctic explorer wil be real- | 
ized and the mysterious realms about the 
North Pole be laid open to the eye of 
Science and exploration. After the air- | 
ship has been perfected so as to meet all 
the requirements for the perilous quest 
the finding of the North Pole will be only 
a question of time. On that practically 
all explorers are agreed.” 


Thinks Aerial Plan the Best. 


“The fact that Andrée, who made the} 
attempt to reach the North Pole in a| 
belloon, failed to accomplish what he set | 
out to do and lost his life in the attempt, 
should not act as a deterrent on the orig- 
inetors of this new project. To my mind | 
there are, 
Andrée’e attempt, an abundance of cir- 
cumstances to encourage anybody who, 
like Mr. Wellman, plans to make the dash | 
for the pole through the air rather than 
over the ice. 

“When I met Andrée and we talked 
over his plans prior to his starting I felt | 
convinced that there. was a large margin 
of possibility in favor of his succeeding, 
barring untoward circumstances. That 
Was ten years ago, before aerial naviga- | 
tion had been brought to anything like | 
the perfection it has attained. 
Andrée started, and the mere fact that he | 
was able to send a carrier pigeon back 
two days after the start in itself is en- 
ccuraging. He had covered 145 miles from 
the starting point by that time, and this 
despite the fact that his balloon had been 
badly damaged at the time of its ascen- | 
sicn, and that unfavorable winds set in} 
soon after the start. With an airship of 
the type planned, with a strong motor to | 
propel it, the pole could have been reached | 
in less than two days.’ 

Dr. Nordenskjild said that he knew too/| 
little of the subject of aerial navigation ! 
to give an intelligent opinion of the tech- | 
nical difficulties that would have to be 
overcome. He took it for granted, from | 
the Chicago dispatches, that these had 
been well considered. | 

“There is one great danger—possibly | 
the greatest one in connection with aerial 
navigation in the arctic re alms and at 
is the possibility of a heavy* sr 1owstorm 
springing up ¢ven in Summer time,”’ said 
he. Under the circumstances it is more 
than likely that the hull of the airship 
would be covered with a he: ivy crust .

Typographical Union No. 6 met yester- 
|day and formally declared a strike, to 
go into effect to-morrow in all the book 
and job offices for the eight-hour work 
day and the closed shop. 

President McCormick reported that 
more than twenty large firms, some of 
which are in the Typothetae, had made 
an offer to employ the men on the forty- 
elght-hour working week system, pro- 
vided they could work the men longer 
than eight hours on publication days, 
the whole time during the week, how- 
ever, not to be more than forty-eight 
hours. This was accepted, and was con- 
sidered a victory by the union. 

It was stated that about 38,000 printers 
will go to work under the eight-hour and 
closed shop system, and that 1,000 will 
strike. 

The Typothetae held a meeting yester- 
day and made final arrangements for the 
fight. It was stated that the new men 
will be housed at 67 West Tenth Street 
and that the utmost proection will be 
given to them. It is admitted on both 
sides that the exact number who will go 
on strike will not be known until to-mor- 
row.

CHINAMAN SHOT FATALLY. 


Resists Arrest After Restaurant Fight 
and Gets Policeman’s Bullet 
Through Lung. 


John Ing Tong, proprietor of the Chi- 
|nese restaurant at 171 East Eighty-sixth 
| Street, was probably fatally shot by Pa- 
'trolman Mangin early yesterday morning 
| while resisting arrest. 

Charles Murphy of 217 East Eighty- 
ninth Street, who quarreled with the 
Chinaman and started the row, is in the 
|German Hospital, with a possible fract- 
iure of his skull, inflicted with a cleaver 
in Ing Tong’s hands. Lam Gam, Wong 
Luck, and Moy Woy, employes in the 
restaurant, were arrested as witnesses. 

Murphy, with two friends—Max Blum- 
| berg and Jonn Mater—after an evening's 
|celebration went to the restaurant about 
14 o'clock yesterday morning and ordered 
chop suey. It was not long before they 
| quarreled with Lam Gam, who was serv- 
|ing them, and the proprietor, Ing Tong, 
them out. They objected, and 
|} Ine Tong threatened them with a cleaver. 
There was a fight, and Murphy was 
knocked senseless by Ing Tong. Blum- 
berg and Maier retreated, carrying Mur- 
phy between them. They took the in- 





|/jured man to the German Hospital, and 


then, learning that their friend's condi- 
tion was serious, sought the poiliee. They 
found Patrolmen Smith and Mangin of 
th East BHighty-eighth Street Station, 
and told their story. 

The officers found the restaurant closed 
and dark, and their knocks brought no 
response. At last Mangin hurled hifmseltf 
the door and broke it in. As 
thrust his head inside, he says, Ing 
Tong, who was in the middle of the 
room, fired two shots at him. 

The bullets whizzed past his helmet, and 
he retreated. Mangin and Smith sum- 
moned aid, and Detective Wildernaur and 
Patrolman Lynch reinforced them. The 
four policemen then decided to carry the 
place by storm. 

Mangin, revolver in hand, headed the 
rush. He fired as soon as he entered the 
door, as he saw Ing Tong raising his re- 
volver.

LABOR LAW CHANGES 
ASKED FOR BY SHERMAN 


Would Make It Less Theoretical 
and More Practical.

INSPECTION FORCE TOO SMALL 


Provisions Limiting Employment 
| Hours of Children and Prohibit- 
| ing Night Work Are Violated, 


ALBANY, Dec. 31.—Amendments to the 
labor law, with a view of making less 
theoretical and more enforcible especial- 
ly the provisions governing the employ- 
ment of women and children; the redraft- 
ing of certain sections so as to facilitate 
clear interpretation, and the abolition of 
the State’s free employment bureau in 
New York City are among the recom- 
{mendations contained in the fifth annual 
report of the State Commissioner of 
Labor, made public to-night. 

Commissioner P. Tecumseh Sherman 
calls attention to the fact that he has 
been in office only since last May, when 
he succeeded John McMackin, and his re- 
| port therefore covers observations ex- 
ltending over only a part of the fiscal 
year.

enforced. The failure to effect this re- 
sult in the past was largely due to the 
inadequate number of inspections. But 
already the plan of frequently reinspect- 
ing where violations of this statute have 
been found has resulted in the detection 
of several flagrant repetitions and in 
the exemplary punishment of some of the 
offenders.”’ 

One of the greatest difficulties in en- 
forcing the child labor law heretofore 
was removed, Mr. Sherman says, by the 
amendment of 1905 which provide that 
where a child !s apparently under 16 but 
is claimed to be over that age the em- 
ployer must, on demand of the Commis- 
sioner of Labor, produce certain specified 
documentary proof of its age or discharge 
it. The Inspectors have been instructed 
to construe the phrase “‘ apparently under 
16’* reasonably, so as not to unduly 
harass the employers; nevertheless, it 
has already resulted in the discharge of | 
hundreds of young children. 

“In the application of the law as thus 
amended,” says Commissioner Sherman, 
‘‘we are obliged to treat forgeries and 
perjuries simply as defective papers, and 
to reject them without any particular cor- 
rection. But the District Attorney's of- 
fice of New York County is trying hard 
to secure the exemplary punishment of 
some of the parties who have forged or 
altered such papers. 

“Almost equally reprehensible is the 
carelessness or ignorance of many health 
officers who still issue vacation certifi- 
cates tor factories, although they are no 


longer legal, and not unfrequently certi- 
ficates for children under 14. However, 
I am happy to report that the majority 
of violations appear to be accidental or 
unintentional, and are not often repeat- 


According to the report that section of 
the labor law which Hmits the hours of 
employment of children under 16 in fac- 
tories is in eT tot shape. One 
flagrant evasion of it has been brought 
to the attention of the Commissioner. 
In the factory in question the children 
who are under 16 and who therefore can- 
not be employed more than Q@ hours a 
day are retained in it 10 hours, are 
worked in 9 hour shifts, and when not 
employed are kept waiting in what its 
known as a playroom The Commissioner 
recommends that the law be amended so 
as to prohibit such evasion. 

The report states that the provision of 
the law prohibiting night work is openly 
violated, especially in the employment of 


feared to test this particular prohibition 
because it is so closely joined with the 
prohibition of night work by male and 
female minors that, in case of an adverse 
decision, both prohibitions might be held 
to fall together. The Commissioner rec- 
ommends that this pace of the law be 
redrawn and amended so as to contain 
separate provisions applying to all minors 
and to females of whatever e. 

Commissioner Sherman, speaking of the 
inadequate number of deputy factory in- 
spectors at his command, says: 

“There are at present 87 deputy factory 
inspectors,} (exclusive of one temporary: 
ily employed), of whom one is assigne 
to mines and quarries and two necessarily 
to office work. This leaves 34 inspectors 
to inspect and enforce the law in over 
85,000 factories, including bakeries, and 
approximately 15,000 tenements, besides 
investigating and _ prosecuting violations 
of the complicated provisions of Article 
1 of the labor law. Five years ago there 
were fifty, which number was then delib- 
erately reduced while their work has 
since been multiplied.”

DECEMBER WAS MIGHTY WARM | 


The Highest Mean Temperature Re- | 
corded in Nine Years. 


Forecaster Emery last night said that | 
the month of December, 1905, had a mean | 
temperature of 38 degrees in New York| 
City, being 4 degrees above the normal 
and 10 degrees higher than the mean 
temperature in December, 1904. 

It was the warmest December in four- 
teen years. There have been only four De- 
cembers in the last thirty-five years that 
were warmer. The warmest December on 
record was in 1891, when the mean tem- 
perature for the month was 42 degrees. 
The total snowfall was 0.7 of an inch. 
The total snowfall in December, 1204, | 
was 27.8 inches. j 

Forecaster Emery has also issued data 
concerning the atmospheric conditions pre- 
vailing in January in the last thirty-five 
years. The mean temperature over that 
period was 30 degrees. 

The warmest Januaries were in 1880 
and 1890, in each of which the average 
temperature was 40 degrees. The coldest 
month was in 1893, with an average of | 
28 degrees. The highest was on Jan. 12, | 
1890, when the thermometer registered 67 


degrees; the lowest was on Jan. 10, 1875, 
when it was 6 degrees below zero. 

The greatest monthly precipitation of 
rain or melted snow was 6.15 inches, in 
1882, and the least, 1.15 inches, in 1871.

BANK RESERVES 
AGAIN. 

A letter to the editor upon the topic 


of the above caption is a joy, an un-| 
blemished joy when so courteous and | 
illuminating as Mr. Corrin’s printed 
the other day. Mr. Corrin, of course, 
states the law correctly. It is true 
that not all the bank reserves are 
pyramided. As he says, the banks at 
their last statement held $622,000,000 
cash, which is subject to no sort of 
discount or depreciation, and $212,000,- 
000 was in New York alone. Yet this 
fact is not altogether pleasing. It has 
a reference to the inflation of credits 
which resulted in 100 per cent. money 
last week, and there is a gap between 
the $945,000,000 of required reserves 
and the actual cash as stated above 
which is instructive. 

We ask Mr. CorFrin to follow out his 
own figures, which he thinks justify 
the present conditions. We make it 
something like this, starting the chain 


with $1,000 deposited, let us say, at

The Oshkosh bank upon receiving 
$1,000 in cash virtuously places $150 in 
the “reserve” and lends out, not the 
balance, $850, but 62-3 of that sum, 
and takes credit for not reckoning the 
per cent. increase upon the original 
$1,000. Of the $90 redeposited reserve 
only $11.25 is kept in cash, and there 
are more loans. Of the other rede- 
posited $11.25 only $2.81 is kept in 
cash, and there are more loans. Thus 
while the law requires $150 reserves 
only $74.06 is in cash in practice, = 
there are loans of $5,827, which some 
bank officers would know how to en- 
large. 

We remark that $150 reserves are 
none too large in Oshkosh. Money 
would be cheaper in each and every 
Oshkosh of the United States if the | 
money was there, and not sent else- | 
where to keep up the rate at homo, 
while earning interest upon reserves 
which can only be had when wanted} 
by disturbing other communities. We | 
remark further the contrast between | 
the $251 of apparent reserves and 
the $74 of reul money. And we re- 
mark finally that the superstructure 
of credit built upon that $74 is more 
than is justified by Mr. Corrin’s plea. 
It is seldom that there is a run upon 
Oshkosh banks, and when there is it 
interests only Oshkosh circles. If the 
$150 is excessive let it be reduced, al- 
though Mr. Corrin might not like to 
take the affirmative of that proposi- 
If it is needed, let it be kept 
where it will do some good.

issue joins on the question, What does 
“ regulation” mean, and does it ever in- 
clude something that by a little straining 
of the word can be called a “ closing” ? 
Two of the Appellate Justices held that 
“ regulated 
traffic,”” but three of them insisted that 
he had “closed”’ a street, and so the 
decision is against a thing that was well 
done, that needed doing, and that is cer- 
tainly going to be done, in one way or an- 
other, for the very good reason that it 
must be done if the public is to get any- 
thing like the best, most convenient, and 
most profitable use of the streets. And 
there is nothing unusual in the closing of 
a city street; the firemen have done it 
temporarily, whenever they chose, and 
at no fire are their “lines"’ drawn with- 
out exciting angry protests from at least 
a few unreasonable people who were thus 
prevented from doing what the law most 
distinctly says they can do to their 
heart's content. Yet nobody has sought 
to enjoin the firemen from closing streets 
and no court would insist that the estab- 
lishment of “fire lines” is a tyrannous 
infringement upon our liberties. Traffic 
regulation, however, is a new thing in 
this part of the world, and estimable 
citizens Ike Justice GAYNOR and Mr. AHI 
PEACE, despite the fact that both of them 
know that only the man alone on a 
desert island can have all the rights 
called natural, are still resentful when 
they find the use of the public streets 
restricted by a Police Commissioner. 
They ignore the fact that lack of proper 
restriction is itself the worst of restric- 
tion, In a crowded city, and that, in this 
and similar cases, to lose liberty is to 
gain it in larger measure. 

Several Captains of tug- 
boats and several man- 
agers of towing lines have 
been interviewed by The 
Herald, and it appears that 
these gentry only wanted an opportun- 
ity to defend the use they make of 
their whistles and vehemently to con- 
tend that New York can silence them 
only at the loss of all its water front 
commerce.

Trustees Have No More Right to Give 
It Away Than Other Property. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Doubtless the charter of a true life in- 
Surance company should provide for a 
Trusteeship of men of character, charged 
with. the sacred duty of supervising the 
interests of those who may become policy 
holders, The officers and Trustees or 
agents should falthfully discharge the 
trust by selling insurance and not by giv- 
ing it away to those who by deception 
would become policy holders, and that, 
too, without paying an honest price for 
honest insurance benefits. It should be 
distinctly understood that the officers and 
agents of a company do not own the in- 
surance which is sold, and therefore have 
no more right to give it away than they 
have to give away any other property 
which is owned by policy holders. 

Insurance is property and must be legal- 
ly conveyed to be legally owned; there- 
fore a policy of life insurance which is 
not legally paid for is not legally owned, 
and must be legally void. 

The management of a company must of 
necessity be intrusted to a few efficient 
men, who are fully informed as to the 
nature of the Trusteeship and its obliga- 
tions, for to them and them alone the 
policy holders must look for mutually 
beneficial and satisfactory results.

LIKE A LITERARY LYNCHING. 


The Rev. Dr. Silverman Describes His 
Feeling After Reading ‘The Clansman.’ 


‘The Clansman,” both as a book and as 
ja play, was denounced yesterday morn- 
| ing by the Rev. Dr. Joseph Silverman 
at the Temple Emanu-El. He took “ The 
Clansman”’ as his theme at the sugges- 
tion of several members of his congrega- 


tion who had read the book and witnessed 
ithe play in the South. 
| After having read the book Dr. Silver- 
man said he felt as if he had participated 
in a literary lynching of the negro. But 
one side of the negro’s character had been 
presented, he declared. Nothing had been 
sald of the faithful, loyal negro—his hu- 
mor, his pathos, his geniality, his shrewd- 
ness, his love of his master, and his nat- 
ural veneration of womankind; his sym- 
pathy and charity, his even childlike pa- 
triotism, and love of freedom. An at- 
tempt had been made to arouse the old 
sectional hatred, long since dead. The re- 
lations between North and South, the 
negro and the white, were being adjuste 
amicably in accordance with the natura 
law of evolution. Such questions could 
be settled in no other way. 

“The Clansman,”’ Dr. Silverman de- 
clared, was an attempt to interfere with 
Providence and to turn back the wheels 
of progress.

Dealers Prepared to Meet Every De- 
mand of the Picture Lover. 


For the picture market so far as costly 
oil paintings are concerned, the Christ- 
mas week and indeed the whole month of 
December are merely a period of tuning 
up before the real season begins. Up to 
the new year collectors are, generally 
speaking, too much occupied with buying 
family presents. It is only after this im- 


portant affair is over and done with that | 


collectors have leisure to consider se- 
riously the riding of their hobby and wil] 
entertain the idea of adding to their col- 
lections. Each year the art dealers who 
pass the Summer abroad are apt to return 
in the Autumn or later, and some prolong 
their absence well into Winter, so 
—— are they aware that the buy- 
ers of pictures of great price are accus- 
| tomed to wait till after the holidays. 
The present month and February are 
| considerea the “‘warmest” for their trade 
;by the art dealers. January coupons

The Cunard liner Campania got in last

She brought a re- 
markable tale about a monster iceberg. 
Sighting it furnished the 


the trip. The probable size of the berg 
created factions among the passengers, 
who disputed about it to the hour that 
the ship was warped to her pier. 
the iceberg was large, very large, is 
about all that can be told with certainty, 
for it was sighted at least four miles 
away from the ship, in latitude 44, longi- 
tude 34. 

That was on last Thursday in a little 
respite from a storm. © Nearly all the pas- 
sengers who had the courage to brave the 
rigors of the midwinter passage were ex- 
perienced ocean travelers and had brought 
marine glasses with which they viewed 
the ice mountain. The most radical of 
the passengers said that the berg was at 
least half a mile long, and about 300 feet 
high. This man also called attention to 
the fact that an iceberg of that size 
would probably extend 400 feet below the 
surface of the water. A more conserva- 
tive man said that it was at least 300 
feet long, and agreed with the more rad- 
ical man as to the height. 

The storm which the Campania ran 
through never reached the violence of 
that which the Celtic encountered during 
her trip ended last Saturday, but it was 
persistent and monotonous. Passengers 
were not allowed on the promenade deck. 
The only accident, however, was that of 
First Officer Miller, who was hurled from 
his feet and rolled along the deck last 
Tuesday. His back was sprained and he 
was otherwise bruised, having to lay up 
for two days. 

There were minor accidents, such as 
flooding the smoking room of the second 
cabin, tearing away the netting spread 
along the sides of the ship to prevert 
possible adcidents to those who might 
get on deck despite the order to stay 
below, &c. A slamming door also slight- 
ly crushed the hand of Capt. R. C. Worr. 

The passengers were cheered on Christ- 
mas Day, when about 950 miles from 
Liverpool, by a wireless message from

“Recent startling disclosures 
fields of finance ought to be a lesson to 
such Directors, and induce a more vigi- 
lant and thoughtful regard by them for 
obligations which their trusts 
pose.’ 


Of saving banks the report says that | 


the growth of deposits from July 1, 1904, 
larger by about $15,000,000 than was ever 
reported before for any one year. The 
total deposits July 1, were $1, 928,299, 
and the number of open accounts 
2,513,570. 

The Superintendent declares that never 
during his incumbency in office has the 
condition of building and loan associations 
been so good as at present. He says: 

‘The restrictions contained in new leg- 
islation have compelled an abandonment 
in many cases of a character of opera- 
tions which carried the certainty of ulti- 
mate failure, and in other instances asso- 
ciations have voluntarily discontinued ob- 
jectioneble practices. Weak associations, 
had been merely dragging along 
for years to liquidate, have been closed, 
and now the associations whose manage- 
ment and methods are particularly open 
to criticism may be counted almost upon 
the fingers of one hand.” 

One of the most important of the rec- 
ommendations for new legislation urged 
by the Superintendent is one to the effect 
that ‘‘some requirement should be form- 
ulated and embodied in law to prevent 
the use of savings banks by people of in- 
dependent means and business capabilities 
for investment purposes. With possibly 
a few exceptions accounts of this charac- 
ter are not sought By the banks, and, 
therefore, the remedy should be to re- 
strain the depositors rather than the 
banks.’’ 

He also recommends that the Banking 
cans should have authority over 
railroad and steamship ticket selling 
agencies which in conjunction with their 
business receive deposits of money for 
transmission to foreign countries. It is 
charged, Mr. Kilburn says, that through 
some of these agencies ‘‘immigrants are 
swindled out of more than $1,000,000 
every year.”’ 


BOSTON ELEVATED TAXES. 


More Than 13 Per Cent. of Its Rev- 
enues for the Public. 


BOSTON, Dec. 31.—The annual report 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
includes a statement which shows the 
amount of the company’s annual contri- 
bution to’ the public in money or its 
equivalent. 

Including compensation tax for use of 
streets, subway rental of $55,000, devoted 
to the sinking fund; ordinary taxes to 
$1,494,551, the balance of the subway 
rental, $138,143, and the rental of the 
East Boston tunnel for nine months and 
two days, $35,398, the total is $1,668,092, 
over 13 per cent. of the gross revenue of 


| the company for the year. 


The gross earnings of the company were 
$12,689,676; operating expenses, $8,617,- 
653; dividends paid, $798,000.
